Slaying in 
NorthSuburb 


A woman believed to be Mrs. B. L. 
Watkins, address unknown, 
Stabbed to death in Evanston last 
night by a mysterious assailant who 
escaped, Her jugular vein had been 
severed and her face and throat lacer- 
ated. 

The body was found in the rear of 

the Evanston Fireproof warehouse on 
University avenue at East Railroad 
avenue. This is only a short distance 
from the “death corner” subway on 
Ridge road. 
Residents in the vicinity were star- 
tled about 11:25 o’clock when they 
heard several screams for help. An 
anonymous phone call was sent to the 
Evanston police station that a woman 
was being murdered. 


Find the Woman Dead. 
Chief of Police Leggett sent four po- 
licemen to the scene, They found the 
woman lying face downward in a pool 
of crimson. Life was extinct. The 
body was still warm. | 
Several colored men, who said they 
had arrived a short time after they 
heard the screams, told of having seen 
a figure running down University place 
clad in a long opera cape with a hood 
turned up over the head. They were 
not able to say whether it was a man 
or a woman, as the garment reached 
to the ground. 

Describes the Victim. 

Chicago detectives in company of 
Chief Leggett viewed the’ body at 
Hebblethwaite’s undertaking rooms. 
They gave out the following descrip- 
tion: 
“Chestnut brown hair, heavy eye- 
brows, bliGe eyes, and fleshy face; a 
good looking woman. She weighed 
‘about 140 pounds and was about 5 feet 
7 inches tall. She wore a dark blue 
tailored serge suit, black shoes and 
stockings, and expensive undergar- 
ments. 
Close to the body was found a purse 
containing $22 in currency and several 
receipts from local business firms. Two 
of them bore the name of Mrs, E. L. 
Watkins. One gave an address of 160 
North Cicero avenue, one seemed to be 
16, and the other 113 North Cicero 
avenue. <Austin police have been un- 
able to locate anything from these ad- 
dresses. 

Motive Not Robbery? . 

The fact that the purse had not been 
disturbed led Chief of Police Leggett 
to believe the motive was not robbery. 
He said she probably had been mur- 
dered by a man or woman because of 
some personal or domestic trouble. 

He placed little faith in the theory 
that she may have been slain by a 
Negro. Despite the fact that the crime 
was committed in the Negro commu- 
nity, he said there was no reason to 
believe that a colored man was re- 
sponsible. 

Chief Leggett communicated with 
the detective bureau and requested the 
codperation of local sleuths on the 
case. Chief of Detectives James Moo- 
ney dispatched a squad of his men to 
the Cicero avenue addresses. 

Undertaker Gives Clew. 

At none of the addresses was there 
a dwelling. A vacant lot was found at 
160 Cicero avenue and a billiard room 
at 113. Houses on both sides of the 
street for several blocks were visited, 
but none of the residents knew of a 
Mrs. Watkins.

Is Mystery 


UPON 
SUGAR HOARDS 


Forces Price Down, 
Talks of Seizure by 
Army, Navy. 


Chicago’s warfare on the high cost 
of living was concentrated yesterday 
in an attack aimed to smoke out and 
punish the sugar profiteers and ham- 
mer down their prices still further. 

With the prices of many other foods 
tumbling, until the collapse almost be- 
gan to take on the appearance of a 
rout, the following bulletins show what 
was transpiring in the sugar sector. 

R. A. Milroy, assistant district at- 
torney, announced the first war- 
rants for the arrest of sugar hoard- 
ers probably would be taken out 
today. “We are going to put the 
hoarders in jail and force them to 
disgorge their stocks,” he said, 

Smash Down the Price. 

The government obtains its first 
objective by forcing down the re- 
tail price of sugar from 16 to 13 
cents @ pound, but at the same time 
@n @fficial stated 11 or 11% was 
was enough. 

Twenty department of justice 
operatives were detailed to find out 
just who is hoarding sugar and 
boosting the price, with a view 
of bringing criminal and confisca- 
tory proceedings. 

It was announced that part of 
20,000,000 pounds of California beet 
sugar purchased by the govern- 
ment to relieve the middle western 
shortage was rolling toward Chi- 
cago. Promise also was made 
housewives would have a better 
supply and lower prices in time 
for canning operations. 

The statement was made that 
the government in considering a 
quick method of dealing with su- 
gar hoards—seizing them for the 
army and navy, then turning them 
over to the food administration 
for distribution. 


How Food Prices Dropped. 
Meantime the housewife found plen- 
ty of cause for congratulation in gen- 
eral food price conditions, a survey 
of the entire H. C. L. battle field being 
about as follows:

FIND FAKE HEIR 
TO $4,000,000 IN 
CELL AS FORGER 


“D. H. Tolman;” De- 
serter, Located After 
Seven Months. 


In the Wisconsin state reformatory 
at Green Bay, Wis., a pasty faced, 
hollow cheeked lad of 18 paces back 
and forth in his cell. He is ashamed 
to look his countrymen in the face 
because he is a deserter from the 
United States navy. His name is 
Adolph Gerds, alias Daniel H. Tolman. 

He is the boy who tricked the au- 
thorities at the Great Lakes Naval 
Training station into believing he was 
the missing heir to the $4,000,000 es- 
tate of the late Daniel H. Tolman of 
Philadelphia, 

The whereabouts of this youth, who 
had played tag with military and po- 
lice officials throughout the United 
States for seven months, did not be- 
come known until last week. Then it 
was his tongue that told his where- 
abouts to the world. 

Confides in Cellmates. 


“Yep, I’m the bird you read about 
In the papers,” he had told his cell- 
mates, “I almost had them believing 
that I was the missing heir to an es- 
tate of $4,000,000 left by a loan shark 
in Philadelphia named Tolman. But 
keep it quiet.” 

But his mates couldn't let the story 
rest. The guard heard it. From the 
lad he forced a confession. Then au- 
thorities at the reformatory communi- 
cated with the Great’ Lakes Naval 
Training station. Naval and civil in- 
telligence officers were sent to the in- 
stitution. Then the identity Was es- 
tablished. 

Prisoner’s Story. 

He told the officers the following 
story: 

“TI admit that I made a botch job 
of it at the finish, but you'll have to 
give me credit for fooling them for a 
while. 

“The whole thing started in Milwau- 
kee. I didn’t have a dime in my pocket 
and my clothes were almost in rags. 
My poor old mother, who lives at 1458 
Spring street, was just about living, 
and even though I tried hard, I 
couldn’t help her along. 

“One day a fellow stopped me on 
the street and told me I resembled the 
missing heir to a fortune. He said the 
heir’s name was Tolman. We talked it 
over, schemed and planned and before 
the end of a week I had made my de- 
cision. I had a good story cooked up 
and upon the advice of this newly made 
acquaintance I decided to join the 


navy. 
Says Station Was “Easy.” 


“At Great Lakes they fell for my 
story. They gave me a ten day fur- 
lough so I could go to Philadelphia and 
claim the fortune. 
“ At the end of my furlough I came 
back and got an extension. Then I 
cashed a bogus check at the station 
for $180. After that I threw away my 
uniform and forged checks in Buffalo, 
New York City, Washington, Detroit, 
and Cleveland. It was in Cleveland 
that they got me, for a bad check in 
Milwaukee. 

“I was tried, convicted and here I 
am.” | 


GET $50,000,000 
COPPER PROFIT 
ON SALETOU.S. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 12.—Be- 
fore the house subcommittee on ord- 
nance department expenditures today 
experts testified that the war depart- 
ment paid $153,334,479 for copper on 
which the producers made about $50,- 
$06,341 profit. 

Purchases nearly all were made from 
the United Metals Selling company, 
organized at the instance of Bernard 
M. Baruch, with John D, Ryan as 

t. 

Expert accountants employed by the 
federal trade commission testified that 
this copper had cost the producers 
who ,formied the company and who 
States, approximately  $103,038,156, 
leaving @ profit as given above. 

At the conclusion of the armistice, 
according to the testimony, the govern- 
ment’s surplus of copper amounted to 
100,000,000 pounds, for which it had 
paid 23% to 26 cents a pound. A con- 
tract was given to the United Metals 
Selling company to sell it back to the 
producers.

FISTS, VEGETABLES,

DURING H. C. L. BRAWL 


PARIS, Aug. 12.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.]—The opening of the cen- 
tral markets early this morning was 
the occasion for brawls between vend- 
ers and the price vigilance commit- 
tees and would-be purchasers. 
blows and battles, in which vegetables 
were used as missiles, were numerous. 
During the fighting the problem of 
bringing down the cost of living was 
solved by some of the combatants, who 
pillaged stores and stands and escaped 
with gthe stolen goods. 


All the market stalls were hurriedly 
closed, except those where meat is 
sold. The, vegetable venders placed 
their stocks which had escaped pillage 


in storage. 


An understanding between the deal- 
ers and the vigilance committee was 
reached at 10 o’clock on the prices 
which the dealers might charge in 
disposing of their remaining stocks of 
butter, eggs and cheese. 

The Montmartre pushcart men 
struck this morning. Later they held 
a meeting of protest against the vig- 
lance committee, and then thronged 
through the streets where their carts 
were stationed, upsetting the display 
of vegetables and fruits before the 
shops and breaking windows, The 
shopkeepers closed their places hur- 


riedly. 


The chief factor of the trouble at 
the central markets was an attempt 
by members of the vigilance committee 
to prevent foodstuffs, including fish, 
bought by the big hotels and restau- 
rants, from leaving the markets. The 
vigilance committee argued that it was 
the readiness of such buyers to pay any 
price, however high, that was result- 
ing in the raising of all prices.

COVENANT SECRETS AND 
DISCLOSURES. 

The painfully ambiguous position in which the 
president has been placed by his refusal to grant 
the request of the senate committee on foreign 
affairs for detailed information as to the negotia- 
tions underlying the treaty of Versailles is of his 
own making. We have no wish to reiterate the 
obvious, but for the sake of our future foreign 
relations it is to be hoped the inevitable effects 
of Mr. Wilson's exclusion of senate representa- 
tion and his general refusal to recognize the con- 
stitutional function of the foreign affairs commit- 
tee will serve as a lasting warning. If the senate 
is to retain its share of responsibility over our for- 
eign affairs expressed and implied in the constitu- 
tion, our executives must not follow the course 
adopted by Mr. Wilson. The executive must 
always respect the implications of the senate’s 
responsibility and recognize that without know!- 
edge responsibility cannot be met intelligently or 
self-respectingly. Mr. Wilson's remarkable atti- 
tude and policy were necessarily challenged by the 
coUrdinate agency and could only lead to a conflict 
:n which his position is weak. : 

It is weak because the senate foreign affairs 
committee has a right to adequate f{nformation 
upon which to act. It is not the less weak because 
there are diplomatic difficulties, insurmountable 
“Ir. Wilson asserts, and serious enough we do not 
doubt, which at this stage bar the senate from this! 
knowledge. We can. believe that there was much 
in the negotiation which not only could not be 
made public but which could not even be put to 

the hazar*i of a congressional indiscretion. But 
that does not in the least cancel the right of the 
senate committee to information nor in the least 
absolvé Mr. Wilson from his responsibility for 
failing to recognize this right at 4 jroper time 
and placing the codrdinate branch in a position 
to be informed. 

But more disturbing than this new phase of a 
predicament exposed long since is the revelation 
of the American plan for a league of nations. The 


" American public has assumed that the failure of 


the covenant adopted at Versailles to protect the 
Monroe doctrine and other special American con- 
siderations was the consequence of its foreign 
origin and that its acceptance by our own repre- 
sentatives was the result of pressure. But now 


we learn that our ownh representatives were guilty | 


of the omissions. 
The disclosure should still further arouse Ameri- 
can opinion to an acute examination of the whole 


-covenant and to a still more cautious skepticism 


as to the highly generalized assertions made on be- 
half of its adoption. The truth grows clearer daily 
that Mr. Wilson wasted little consideration upon 
the exact and practical problems of American pro- 
tection. 

Altruism we would not expel from our policy, 
but a statesman should have some regard for the 
security and legitimate seMinterest of the people 
whose representative, agent, and champion he is 
chosen and sworn to be. 

The American draft is a striking advertisement 
of the state of mind dominating our representation 
at the conference and fair warning that if we 
would wisely safeguard our future through the 
experiment of the league we have the task of pro- 
viding those safeguards now. . 


SELLING ARMY FOODSTUFFS. 


The government has rather ostentatiously set out 


to impose severe penalties on profiteers and prof. | 


iteering. The department of justice has been in- 
structed to direct its efforts to the discovery and 
prosecution of merchants and others who are sus- 
pected of having something to do with increasing 
the cost of living. New laws to prevent extortion 
are also being urged. sts 
In the meantime we have been told that the war 
‘department could provide immediate and practical 
relief by selling the present large accumulation of 
army supplies at reduced prices. There have been 
several official announcements that these foodstuffs 
would soon be available for the genera] public. 
Despite these announcements the public has been 
kept in almost total ignorance as to where such 
foodstuffs might be purchased. They are not on 
sale generally in Chicago at the present time, 
although it seems possible to purchase them at a 
very limited number of department stores. The 
original announcement was that the army supplies 
smpuld be sold. to the public through the postoffice 
ment, yet we are now informed that the ar- 
ments will not be completed till Aug’ 18. 


= ithe department stores have apparently been 


able to obtain their supplies through brokers, and 
they have taken advantage of the opportunity to 
sive their customers the full benefit of the re. 
duced initial prics. Nevertheless it must be as- 
sumed that the brokers who were to purchase 
the foodstuffs in question did so with the idea of 
making @ profit, and it therefore seems obvious. 
that the price to the consumer was at least higher 
than it would have been if he could have pur 
chased direct from the government. 

If the government wishes to conduct business 
in this way it is hardly fair to lodge a complaint 
against the middlemen. The government itse)f 
must be held responsible. One department of the 
government seemingly encourages the middieman’'s 
desire to make a profit, while another departmer: | 
is engaged in an effort to punish him. 

We are certain that some gross examples of

THE TARIFF AND INTERNATIONAL 


TRADE. 

The Republican leaders in the new congress have 
announced their intention of revising the tariff 
No special program has thus far been offered, Dut 
we are informed in a general way that the Re 
publicans are in favor of raising greater revenue |, 
by means of the tariff and of reviving protection 
ism, at least on a limited scale, 

Mr. Wilson no longer wields the same influence 
in congress as formerly, but he can, of course, ex 
ercise his veto power, and for that reason, if for 
no other, his attitude and that of the administratior 
are important. | 

We think every one will concur tn the recom: 
mendation made by Mr. Wilson in his message to 
congress that special attention should be given. 
to the chemical and dyestuff industries because of 
their close relationship to the manufacture of ex- 
plosives and poison gas. We think, however, the 
recommendation might well be broadened to in- 
clude all industries essential for munitions pur- 
poses. During the war we and the other allied 
nations were specially handicapped in the produc- 
tion of supplies requiring various chemical bases 
because of Germdny’s “ thoroughly knit monopoly,” 
to use the president's phrase, but while guarding 
against a renewal of this contingency we ought 
also to guard against a like shortage of other war | 
materials. ‘ 

With respect to the tariff in genera] the presi- 
dent still stands committed to the policy which 
dictated the act of 1913. He foresees no trade 
wars and no danger of foreign competition. He 
Suggests one amendment and that is designed to 
give effect to the policy of equal] treatment for all. 
This amendment, as outlined by the tariff commis 
sion, whose report on the subject is indorsed by 
Mr. Wilson, involves authorizing the president toa 
impose penalties on nations which discriminate 


take the form either of concessions to the “ good” 
nations or additional duties on-the imports from 
offending nations. . 

We do not know how the president’s ideas of 
equal treatment Will square with the tariff pro- 
posals of nations such as Great Britain, but we do 
know that Great Britain is planning to use every 
device to foster both foreign and: domestic com- 
merce, whereas America, as represented by Mr. 
Wilson, is concerned chiefly with enforcing inter- 
national morality. 

It is worth while to consider briefly the report 
of the official British committee on commercial and 
industrial policy. The Balfour report,'as it is 
known, adopts the German idea that foreign trade 
ig of the highest importance for the development 
of the country, and it adapts many of the German 
ideas for fostering that trade. It urges a system 
of scientific protectionism and the creation of a 
“strong and independent board” to determine 
which industries should be entitled to protection. 
The report views the subject from an extremely 
practical, and, it is hardly necessary to add, an 
extremely British viewpoint. Free trade should be 
retained as far as possible, in the opinion of the 
committee, not for sentimental or idealistic rea- 
sons, but chiefly because protectivetariffs tend to 
raise the price of goods designed for export. For 
this reason it is held desirable, in the case of a 
number of industries, to assist them by means of 
a government subsidy instead of by means of 
duties on imports. 

For the encouragement of foreign commerce the 
British are proposing special export railroad rates, 
national subsidy for “key” industries (that is, in- 
dustries on which other and larger branches of in- 


the empire of banking and transportation facili- 
ties, and finally the use of concessions from their 
tariff rates in the case of nations with which Eng- 
land shall negotiate favorable commercial treaties. 
Now these proposals are in violent conflict with the 
attitude of Mr. Wilson’s administration. Prof. Taus 
sig, chairman of the tariff commission, has in par 
ticular denounced these various schemes for pro- 
moting foreign trade. 

But from this distance it would appear’ that if 
England does carry out her plans we in America 
can hardly hope to compete with her unless we 
change our policies. Instead of trying to make 
Great Britain or any other country live up to our 
ideas as to how international commerce should be 
conducted, we might better be planning how to get 
our share of it. 


A SOAP BOX .ARGUMENT. 

In the course of a recent interview Mr. Garret- 
son, the former chief of one of the railway brother- 
hoods, had an interesting argument to offer in 
favor of nationalization of the railroads. “ Distri- 
bution,” he said, “is a question of government, and 
it is not right that there should be any profit on 
the cost of distribution. Hence I believe national- 
ization of the railroads should be brought about.” 

This seems altogether typical of the kind of 
loose thinking which used to be heard chiefly from 
the corner soap box. We assume that in saying 
distribution is « question of government Mr. Gar- 
retson meant that transportation is necessary for 
the maintenance of American standards of living, 
and that because transportation is necessary it can 
only be directed satisfactorily by the government. 
But it is obvious that the production of food is 
even more necessary than transportation, yet we 
have heard no* suggestion that the business of 
farming ought to be taken over by the government. 

Furthermore, we have heard no suggestion that 
because food production is indispensable the farm- 
ers should be denied any profit. 

Whatever arguments may be advanced for the 
nationalization of the railroads there certainly 
could be none less cogent than that urged by Mr. 
Garretson. If his ideas are sound it would be 
much more logical to begin with the nationaliza- 
tion of American farms.

The Plumb plan for control of rail- 


roads of the United States was con- 
demned as a dangerous precedent in 
legislation at a meeting yesterday of 
the railroad committee of the Illinois 
Manufacturers’ association. 

“The Plumb plan provides in es- 
sence that the government purchase 
the raflroads and turn them over at a 
nominal] rental to the National Rail- 
ways Operating corporation to man- 
age,” said Charles Piez, chairman of 
the committee. “The operating cor- 
poration is to be under the control of 


a board of fifteen directors, five of 


whom represent the classified em- 


ployés, or working force, five the offi- 
cial employés, and five the general pub- 
lic, to be appointed by the president of 
the United States. 

“ The bill requires the corporation to 
run the railroads at the highest pos- 
sible efficiency and econamy consistent 
with good service. 

“It is a pity congress did not inject 
a similar requirement charging the 
railway administration with this same 
responsibility. 

“As Bad as Can Be Made.” 

“The bill is about as bad as it can 
be made. It has not even the ordinary 
safeguards that state Socialism would 
provide, for the public in essence sur- 
renders two-thirds of the voting con- 
trol of this vast property to the em- 
ployés without power of revocation, 
and leaves them free to levy whole- 
sale tribute on the general public. With 
all the powers and privileges granted 
the employés, there is still no certainty 
of continued operation, for the em- 
ployés are not compelled even under 
this extravagantly liberal plan of self 
management to waive their rights to 
strike.

He proposed to apportion these troops 
as follows: Roumanians, 12,000; Ser- 
bians, four divisions numbering 50,000, 
and the Czecho-Slovaks, the balance, 
in all, about 75,000 to 80,000 troops. 
The British and American military 
representatives approved the plan and 
Premier Clemenceau ordered Marshal 
Foch’s plan of operations for the cam- 
paign to be launched not later than 
four days from then, or on July 21. 


Hungarians Hear of Plan. 

But the Hungarians learned the al- 
lies intended to start the offensive and 
they began their attack on July 20. 
Their lack of success was said to be 
due largely to their incomplete plans 
due to their hurrty to forestall the al- 
lies. The Roumanians claim the Ital- 


posed allied offensive. After retiring 
behind the Theiss river, the Rouma- 
nians stood firm and broke the Hun- 
garian attacks. Then they assumed 
the offensive and without any help 
battered the disorganized Hu 
and occupied Budapest. The Rouma- 
nians claim the Serbians decorated 
Belgrade and held a public rejoicing on 
the first day of the Hungarian offen- 
sive when they heard of the intitial 
Roumanian reverses and that the 
Czecho-Slovaks refused to participate 
in a campaign against the Hungarians 
when it seemed the Bela Kun forces 
were meeting with success.

in view of the action of the organizers of the strike in willfully bringing about the 
breaking by members of your association of contracts of service existing with Messrs. 
Smith and Golden and Dillingham, respectively, which have long periods to run, and 
particularly in view of the fact that Messrs. Smith and Golden and Dillingham, 
respectively, have at all times and on all occasions treated their players with the 
utmost consideration, justice and fairness, as the striking players as well as all other 
players associated with them will admit, and against whom the players can have no 
legitimate grievance, I must insist that my name be forthwith stricken from your 
membership roll. 


The action of the organizers of the strike in knowingly and wiry a 
- 


players under written contracts of employment with these managers to leave their 
employers and break up their attractions manifests an utter and willfull disregard 
not only of law and order but of the welfare of your membership, as well as of the 
rights of these managers, and it also betrays crass stupidity on the part of the 
Officers of your association in permitting such acts to be committed. 

Let me call your attention to the decision of the Appellate Division of this depart- 
ment in the case of Grassi Contracting Company v. Bennett, 174 A. D., page 249, where 


the court held that 
It is not tawful to call a strike the result of which will be the violation of con- 


“tracts of its members with 7,4 employers; and the United States Supreme Court, 


in Mitchman Coal and Coke Company v. Mitchell, 245 U. S., page 229, held that a 
combination to procure concerted breaches of contract by plaintiff's employes is 
_as plainly unlawful as if it involved a breach of the peace. 

In that case the members of a union were enjoined from inducing or seeking to 
induce the plaintiff’s employes from violating their contracts of employment. e 
court, in protecting those contracts, said, at page 251: 7 , 

“Plaintiff having, in the exercise of its undoubted rights, established a weeee 
agreement between it and its employes, with the free assent of the latter, is entitle 
to be protected in the enjoyment of the resulting status, as in any other legal right. 
That the employment was at will and terminable by either party at any time is of 


no consequence. 
“The right of action for persuading an employe to leave his employer is uni- 


versally recognized.” 
Applying this principle to the facts involved in the strike, the strike organizers, the 


officers of the Actors’ Equity association and its membership were and are guilty of 


unlawful acts, in directing, inducing, persuading or coercing players under contractual © 


relations with mangers to strike, to break their contract, and not to play at scheduled 
peformances. The contract need not be for any specific period (although I know of my 
own personal knowledge that a great many of the contracts are for long terms, and 
some have a two weeks’ notice clause). ; . 

In justice to the many players who are members of the association and do not 
realizé the consequence of the acts of the organizers of the strike and the officers 
of the ass >ciation. in permitting the organizers to commit the acts which the courts 


have pronounced illegal, let me call your attention to the famous Danbury hatters’ 


case, known as Lawlor vs. Loewe, 235 U. S. 522. 
In that case the members of a labor union attempted to compel a hat manufacturer 


to unionize his factory. left his employment and prevented others from taking employ- 
ment therein, and with the assistance of members of affiliated organizations declared 
a “boycott” on his goods. The court held that all the members of the labor union who 
paid their dues were jointly liable with the officers of the union for the damage sus- 
tained by their acts. It is not essential that each member of the union should have 
knowledge of the details of the action proposed to be taken by the strike organizers 


and officers of the union. * 


The court said, on page 529: 
“The individual members are liable as principals f . v7‘.<* their officers did in the 


performance of their duty, even though they did not knuw of the particulars done, or 
may have disapproved of or have forbidden it.” 

| In that case the plaintiff recovered a judgment for $222,000.00, and many of the mem- 
bers of the union had their bank accounts attached, their property sold at public sale 
under execution, and many were obliged to pay whatever they had, to make good the 


damage. 
The damages in such cases are not apportioned, but each member is liable individ- 


ually and collectively for the entire damage done and, if he has sufficient property, 


he must make good the entire damage. 
It is beyond dispute now that very serious damage has been inflicted upon 


a number of managers by the closing of their theaters. The damages are not spec- 
nlative, because the managers will be entitled to recover for moneys refunded by 
them to patrons who were deprived of the opportunity to see the attraction, 
moneys paid as rent for the theater while it remained dark, moneys paid to em- 
ployes who had to be laid off in consequence of the strike, moneys paid for adver- 
current expenses and possible losses wherever. they’ can be established.

sielpate in or have any knowledge of the strike, may, within a short period of time, 
find themselves involved in a serious predicament. By action of the organizers of 
the strike and the officers of your association the life savings of many players have 
already been jeopardized. 

I think it is your duty to at once direct all players who have walked ont in 
breach of their contracts to return and to minimize the damage as far as possible.

I am sorry I didn’t get a word to you before you were induced to send © 
a letter to the Actors’ Equity association approving the course its officers 


and council have WRONGHEADEDLY TAKEN. For once the managers are 
right in their stand. They HAVE recognized the Actors’ Equity association 


as an organization and they invited its representatives to meet them and 
make a mutual agreement for the uniform adoption and use of an improved — 
form of the United Managers’ Protective Association-Actors’ Equity asgocta- 
tion contract to cover a period of three or five years. Each manager inthe 


new producing managers’ protective association (and it includes practi¢ally 


all of them) is under a bond by which he would forfeit $10,000 if he breached” 


any agreement made by his organization. That is, any agreement like that 
of the udoption of a uniform standard contract. This was the very situation, 
or should I say consummation, toward which the Actors’ Equity association 
has been aiming for six years. Some of the radicals misapprehended the 
spirit of co-operation that possessed the managers and attributed their action 
to motives of fear. Thereupon an utterly foolish and unnecessary ultimatum 
was issued concerning extra performances which were made  to~include 
legal holiday matinees and Sunday appearances. This arbitrary action was 


_ taken despite insistent warnings made to the counsel of its ill-advisedness. The 


aggression came, you see, from our side when the managers were in an 
amenable state of mind and actually willing, as they are now, to stand for a 
clause by which all salaries shall be reckoned by the performance. 

In order to save their own faces our representatives proposed publicly 
that the whole matter of a contract be given to an outside board of arbitration, 
thus trying to einbarrass the managers. As I openly predicted, the managers 


said there was nothing’ to arbitrate, and they have proceeded to use the | 


standard contract—United Managers’ Protective Association-Actors’ Equity 
association—changing on'y the clause as to how any issue may be arbitrated; 
meanwhile, poor men and women who are actually working under equitable 
conditions are forced to strike as the result of the bad leadership of our asso- 
ciation. 

It is important to remember that the accepted Actors’ Equity associa- 
tion-United Managers’ Protective association contract was actually drawn 
up in the first instance by the Actors’ Equity association itself and the clauses 


consenting to play Sunday night performances and fegal holiday matinees 


were put into this contract by the actors themselves. The changes now de- 
manded, therefore, constitute additions to our own contract, which we have 
proclaimed as equitable all over the world. No one has ever pretended that 
the contract, which is a minimum one, is the best that might be secured, and ° 
it is only fair to recall that Mr. Marc Klaw, president of the United Man- 
agers’ Protective association, spoke at the ratification supper in November,

SOX REAGH GREST OF 
STRENGTH FOR YEAR; 
SLAB PROBLEM SOLVED

“The White Sox are stronger right 
now than they’ve been at any time 
this year.” 

It was Bill Gleason, boss of the south 


siders, who made that statement yes- 
terday when the Sox returned from the 
eastern trip. He made it because the 
team, which left Chicago two weeks 
ago in a badly crippled condition, has 
returned without a criple and with 
more pitching strength than it has had 
since the start of the season. 

The athletes will rest today and open 
a series at Comiskey park tomorrow 
against. the Red Sox. The team that 
faces the Boston outfit in the first 
game will be a team prepared for any 
kind of a battle. While on the trip, 
Hap Felsch, Ray Schalk, and Joe 
Jackson all recovered from the lame- 
ness with which they started, and 
which handicapped the team so badly 
the first week of the tour. 

Quits Worrying Over Slab Men. 

But it wasn’t the recovery of those 
stars which made Gleason say his team 
was stronger now than at any time 
this season. The Sox leader, for the 
first time this year, has quit worrying 
about his pitching staff. He has given 
up hope of grocuring any star from 
some other club to help him win a 
pennant, and he believes no star is 
needed. He has discovered something 
right on his own staff that he didn’t 
know was there until less than a week 
ago. » 

It is the decided improvement in the 
work of Grover Lowdermilk and the 
proven ability of Little Dick Kerr that 
has eased the mind of the manager. 
He believes now that he has four pitch- 
ers going in big league style instead of 
two. It is quite likely that Cicotte, 
Williams, Lowdermilk, and Kerr will 
work in rotation from now on. 

Case ef Lowdermilk. 

Just what has caused the decided 
improvement in Lowdermilk is hard to 
understand. For about ten years, he 
has been pitching either on big league 


teams. Every ball player who ever hit 
against him, remarked about the speed 
and “stuff” he possessed and often 
one heard the remark that if Lowder- 
milk ever got good control, he would 
be one of the greatest. 

Bill Gleason and all the Sox players 
think that at last he has acquired con- 
trol. It was accomplished by a slight 
change in his style of delivery. Bddie 
Cieotte helped the big fellow in Idafn- 
ing the new style. He used it in the’ 
game he pitched in Philadelphia. He 
didn’t walk a mah and he won easily. 

Confidence in Kerr. 


Dick Kerr displayed skill in many 
games of the first half of the season, 
doing so well when put in to relieve 
some one in distress that Gleason had 
confidence in him. A few little things 
in his delivery were developed and now 
he’s not only fit, but mbdst eager to take 
a regular turn on the rubber. 

In the meantime, Eddie Cicotte con- 
tinues to go at his merry pace of the 
first half of the season, and Claude 
Williams has developed into a great 
pitcher. There ain’t a southpaw in the 
American league who rates anywhere 
near as high as the young Sox star.

Advance Due Today. 


The advance guard of the “ over- 
seas” marines will reach Chicago this 
morning, over the Pennsylvania rail- 
road from Cincinnati, when 193 men of 
the llth regiment roll into the Union 
Station at 7:20 o’clock. They will be 
met at the train by relatives and an 
official delegation of the Marine league, 
but no celebration will be started—yet. 
The rest of the 11th and the complete 
13th marine regiment will follow in on 
later trains, not yet announced. 

These two regiments were the guard 
force over American property at Brest 
and other embarkation ports in France. 

Parade Plan Squelched. 

A meeting of the Marine league last 
night in the First Methodist church, at 
which Capt. L. W. Putnam, in charge | 
of marine recruiting in Chicago spoke, 
squelched the plan to force the train 
weary men to parade their first day 
home. 

Capt. Putnam and Samuel P. Thrash- 
er, president of the league, pointed 
out that the total marine force will 
not be home until a week from now 
and that it would be almost impossi- 
ble to repeat the parades and ban- 
quet each day for each contingent. 

In discussing the question of 
financing the celebration Mr. Thrasher 
told of the refusal of Col. William Nel- 
son Pelouze, in charge of the city wel- 
come committee, to expend any of the 
city welcome appropriation on the ma- 
rines.

Molasses and Soda. 


Again I must apologize because the 
baking soda was left out of a recipe, 
that for molasses drop cookies. It is 
the work of the soda which justifies 
calling them “sponge” cookies, as 
some do. 

The correct formula is: One-half cup 
of molasses,, one-fourth cup of butter 
or other fat—chicken fat is good or a 
mixture of this with drippings or a veg- 
etable oil may be beaten with the milk 
—one egg, one-half cup of sour milk, 
two and one-fourth cups of flour sifted 
with one level teaspoon of soda, one 
level teaspoon of salt, one-half teaspoon 
of ginger, and one-half teaspoon of cin- 
namon. Use a teaspoon of the flour on 
a fourth of a cup of chopped raisins, 
added at the last with one-fourth cup 
of chopped nuts. Make a rather stiff 
batter, drop on the greased bottom of 
an inverted dripping pan if you have 
not a cookie sheet and bake in a moder- 
ate oven.
